ROBABLY never before has the 

truth, which is stressed in the 
Epistle of this Low Sunday been 
more widely heralded than it has 
been during the past year, not only 
by clergymen but by thoughtful 
laymen scattered over the world.

State Expediency 

This is the opportunity for Cath- 
olics to call the world’s attention 
to the fact that the sixteenth cen- 
tury Reformation was founded on 
the same principle. It had a nation 
alism basis rather than a spiritual 
basis; a state expediency basis. 
Nothing is more certain than that 
the so-called Reformation, whether 
in Germany or in England, or in 
Switzerland, or in the Netherlands, 
would never have succeeded had not 
the civil powers in some cases pro- 
voked it, and in all cases supported 
it and capitalized it for their own 
national benefit. 

There would never have been a 
drive in Italy or France or Spain 
or Mexico aimed at the complete 
suppression of the Catholic religion, 
if the civil powers dreamt for a 
moment that they could control it, 
or alter its constitution as the Nazi 
organzation now proposes to deal 
with Protestantism in Germany. 
Rome has always declared with 
St. Peter “It is necessary to obey 
God rather than men”, that “to 
God”, the author of the universal 
Church's charter, “the things of

' Relics To Be. Specially 


Venerated For Jubilee 
' Rome.—Among the sanctuaries 
possessing relics of the Passion 
which will be the objects of special 
veneration throughout the Holy 
Year, one of the most important is 
the chapel called the Sancta Sanc- 
torum. 

This little church of Roman style 
is the only ancient vestige of the 
former Lateran Palace remaining 
intact and receives its name from 
the many precious relics reserved 
there. 

Before the chapel] is the Scala 
Sancta, consisting of 28 white 
marble steps said to be those that 
once led to the praetorium of Pilate 
at Jerusalem. They are supposed 
to have been brought to Rome in 
326 by St. Helena and, according 
to old plans, led to a corridor of 
the old Lateran Palace near the 
Chapel of St. Sylvester. When Six- 
tus V built the new palace he or- 
dered the Holy Stairs to be trans- 
ferred to their present spot. 

The relics of the Sancta Sanc- 
torum have been preserved in the 
Vatican Library for a number of 
years but they are to be returned 


to the chapel for the Holy Year, 
probably in solemn procession. 


For four centuries—from the 
sack of Rome in 1527, until 1904— 
the exact location of these relics 
was unknown. It was recorded that 
the relics had been placed in _reli- 
quaries of gold and silver and hid- 
den somewhere in the chapel itself, 
but it was not until 1904 that the 
Rev. Fr. Jubarn, S. J., with the av- 
thorization of Pope Pius X, found 
them inside the altar, protected by 
a complicated system of locks. All 
were recovered intact and corres- 
ponded to the descriptions given in 
the old catalogues. 

Among the relics of the Sancta 
Sanctorum are a bit of the true 
cross, the bench used by Christ at 
the Last Supper, His sandals, a por- 
tion of the sponge and the lance 
used at the Crucifixion, as wel] as

The washing of ‘the altars and 
Statuary is usually done by the 
ladies of the Altar Society. Though 
it is laborious work, it is a great 
privilege to enter the sanctuary 
and to be permitted to perform this 
act of service for God. 


The altar linens and vestments 
are replaced in various ways. En- 
tertainments are given to raise 
money for this purpose; the mem- 
bers of the Altar Society usually 
meet about twice a month to sew

Between Two Covers 


THE CHURCH IN THE SOUTH 
AMERICAN REPUBLICS. By Ed- 
win Ryan, D. D. The Bruce Pub- 
lishing Co., Milwaukee. $1.65. 


We have long needed a reliable 
book of this type, for our neigh- 
bors to the South are not as well 
understood by us as they should 
be. The only correct approach to 
Latin America culture is through 
a sympathetic study of the in- 
fluence of the Catholic Church and 
its missionaries in the early Span- 
ish conquests, and the glorious 
‘achievements of the Church in its 
‘work among the Indians. Spanish 
‘South America from the very first 
‘bore ‘the impress of Christianity, 
‘for when Spain explored her 
‘priests always accompanied the 
‘expeditions. 


| There are nine most informative | 
chapters in this book, and in the! 


first one Dr. Ryan presents the 
Spanish background. He then pro- 
ceeds to recount the Pagan Re- 
ligion of Peru, Church Organiza- 
tion and Church Life, The Spanish 
Missions in South America, Intel- 
lectual: and Artistic Life, The 


Clergy and the Struggles for In- | 
dependence in Spanish South Ame- | 


rica, The Church in Spanish South 
America Since 1830 (in which lat- 
ter chapter he concisely details 
‘Argentina, Bolivia, Chile, Colom- 
bia, Ecuador, Panama, Paraguay, 
Peru, Uruguay and Venezuela), 
then he satisfactorily outlines the 
‘Church in Portugal and in Colonial 
‘Brazil in 1808, and follows with 
the Church in Brazil since’ 1808. 
There is. a very interesting Appen- 
dix, followed by the Bibliography. 
_ There are twelve beautiful illus- 
trations. The frontispiece shows 
THE CHRIST OF THE ANDES 
(Erected by the ‘people of Argen- 
tina and Chile on the frontier be- 
tween the two countries as a 
pledge of everlasting peace).

Oklahoma Governor 
Asks State Aid For 
Private Colleges

Debt to Private Colleges 


Declaring that the State owes 
something more than a mere “thank 
_you” to the non-tax-supported in- 
| stitutions of higher learning, Gov- 
-ernor Murray said in his message: 


“Going farther, I am convinced 
that, by bringing these institutions, 
which were our pioneers in the field 
of higher education without . in- 
creasing the burdens of the tax- 
payers by a dollar, into the picture. 
and letting them help us solve our 
problems, we shall not only be ren- 
| dering to them a belated recogni- 
tion, but working for the best in 
_terests of education, and saving the 
| State money, 
| “It may not have occurred to th

| ‘average citizen to consider the debt? 
were staged by amateur players 


that tax-supported higher educa 
tion owes to the independent non 
tax-supported colleges. The per 
centage of State educators who re. 
ceive all, or the greater part, of 
| their training in these independent 
colleges is high, perhaps as high as 
75 per cent of the men and women 
who today are the backbone of 
‘State-supported higher education. 
These represent a contribution of 
ability and brains at no expense to 
the State. 

“Now these independent colleges 
are becoming slowly done to death 
by thoughtless insistence on keep- 
ing them out of our planning. The 
State enters into what must be con- 
sidered, in all fairness, active com- 
' petition with them; but since the 
State in this is backed by the taxes, 
the battle is one-sided. 


Added Tax Burden 


“Yet, if the State allows these 
independent colleges to go to the 
wall, it is plain that the burden of 
the tax-payer must needs be in- 
creased. He will have to take care 
of thousands of students who now 
cost him nothing.” 

“We must bear in mind,’ Gover- 
nor Murray continued, “there 
no especial virtue in taxpaid edu- 
cation over any other kind... 

“T believe that the work of the 
committee I appointed on the co-or- 
dination of our state institutions of 
higher education might well extend 
its study and planning to the idea 
of including, insofar at least as 
education itself concerned, the 
independent colleges, senior and 
junior, to the end that they may 
receive from the State such help as 
it is lawful to give. 

“T mean by this, help through 
degrees, loans of laboratory equip- 
ment and books, extension activi- 
ties. counsel and, if requested, in- 
spection and standards; all with- 
out in any way infringing on their 
right to manage their own affairs 
and teach such special subjects as 
may be one of the purposes of their 
existence. 

“To this end, I believe that the 
commitee might well consider the 
idea of establishing a Greater Uni-

“I would likewise establish a 
Greater University foundation to 
solicit and receive gifts and be- 
quests for a fund to be used, as pri- 
vate donations could legally be, by 
both the state and the independent 
institutions. Such a fund might 
grow in time to such proportions 
as to become a great relief to the 
taxpayer. Wealthy citizens today 
do not seem to think about the im- 
portance of endowing higher edu- 
cation. The whole burden falls on 
the taxpayer and the churches. 
Such a fund might well attract 
their attention, as other worthy ob- 
jects have done.” 


“Another advantage,” the Gov- 
ernor said, “would lie in giving the 
independent colleges that are under 
religious control additional freedom 
to enforce their own tested ideas 
of discipline. Far from discourag- 
ing them from giving their stu- 
dents moral training and instruc- 
tion, I would encourage them in 
both; always keeping in mind the 
rights of the personal conscience. 
As a matter of fact, too little at- 
tention is now paid to character- 
forming influence in State educa- 


tion.”

Twenty-four had 
made the start, but on the way two 
more had joined themselves to the 
band of their own accord, happy at 
‘fhe opportunity to die for their 
hewly # quired Faith. 

No Delay 


The sun had disappeared beyond 
the hills.

There 
was no delay here—sharp orders, 
the sound of tightening ropes, the

Prince Iwakura travelling abroad 
in 1873 as head of the Japanese 
Embassy, encountered such stern 
opposition on account of the per- 
secution in Japan that he sent back 
word for the immediate release of 
al] exiled Christians. The Consti- 
tution in 1889 granted liberty of 
religious worship. 7 
In this last persecution there was 
a young catechist, Paul Moriyama, 
who was condemned to exile with 
28 other Christians of Ukrami, to 
Tsuwano Province where the Gov- 
ernor was notorious for his cruelty. 
He became the leader of the little 
band of exiles, supporting them in 
their sufferings and encouraging 
them to persevere when tempting 
offers were held out by the pagans 
to induce apostasy. Beaten, im- 
prisoned, thrown naked into 
freezing water, starved, yet he per- 
servered and led the others, though 
some died. They were released after 
three years and returned to their 
homes to find themselves dispos- 
sessed of all their belongings. 

Martyrs Sowed Seed 

This Confessor of the Faith died 
in June, 1932, at the age of 85, but 
he left a son, the Rev. Peter Mori- 
yama, who is pastor of Urakami, 
today the largest parish of Japan 
with its 8,000 souls. Father Mori- 
yama led his flock to the Holy

But it was only ‘the beginning. 
Years of trials followed. Beheading, 
erucifying and burning of the early 
days gave way to the pit and sul- 
phur tortures, to freezing and bury- 
ing alive. Piercing with bamboo 
daggers was introduced, tearing 
the living flesh from the living 
body. Afterwards, for those who 
lived, there was exile. Many died 
and thousands and thousands 
were martyred. Takegoshi, the

h. the Bloody Persecution, 


Persecutors Became Craftier 

To exterminate Christianity by 
simple killing proved a failure. So 
the persecutors became craftier. 
They introduced an inquisition, the 
image-treading ceremony — all 
those suspected of being Christ- 
ians to signify their apostasy by 
treading on the Crucifix—and then 
the yearly pagan temple census: 
“To what Temple do you belong?” 
During the two hundred years of 
this inquisition no foreigner came 


. to Japan; no Japanese went abroad. 


The Shoguns maintained a “Black 
List,” names of descendants of 
ancient Christians over whom they 
kept careful vigilance. Espionage 
was introduced; there were “in- 
formers” who received 500 pieces 
of silver for informing against a 
religious and 100 for a_ simple 
Christian. 

The hostile forces believed that 
Christianity was extinct. But of a 
sudden a spark flashed up in the 
South, an ember still glowing with 
life. The villagers of Ukrami re- 
fused a pagan shrine to be built on 
their hills. They were arrested, 
scourged, confined to filthy prisons, 
condemned to hard labor, and many 


died. 
In 1853, Japan was opened. Mis- 
sionaries came and _ discovered 


Christians at Urakami and else- 
where, 30,000 of them practicing the 
religion of their ancestors, the 
chiefs of the villages administering 
Baptism, Acts of Perfect Contrition 
according to the teaching of St. 
Francis Xavier substituting Con- 
fession. But the happy discovery 
on the part of the missionaries was 
on soon followed by the same dis- 
covery on the part of the wrathful 
pagan officials. Persecution fol- 
lowed, this time with the sanction

The day before, an attempt to 
fire St. James’ Basilica was discov- 
ered when a milk man notified po- 
lice that he had seen a man jump 
from a low roof of the church and 
smoke issue from the basement 
windows. Upon their arrival the 
police found that a small hole had 
been burned in the floor of a room, 
devoted to the storing of books, be- 
fore the fire was extinguished. The 
police said it was clear that a bun 
dle of rags or papers had been 
thrown into the room. Both panes 
of the inner and outer windows had 
been broken. 

An attempt was made to burn St. 
Edouard Church several days be- 
fore that. The watchman found a 
pile of burning papers tn one of the 
confessionals, but quickly extm- 
guished the blaze.

The next church to be destroyed 
was the Church of St. Louis de 
France in Montreal, one of the fin- 
est edifices in the city. The fol- 
lowing day, the Church of Ste. Gen- 
evieve de Batiscan, in Three Rivers. 
was totally razed by another fire 
with a damage estimated at 
$100,000, 

Interspersed between the Ste. 
Genevieve church disaster and the 
next, which occurred on March 27, 
was a fire that completely destroy- 
ed the convent of the Sisters of 
Notre Dame du Perpetuel Secours 
at St. Odilon de Granbourne. Then 
on March 27, St. Jacques Church. 
one of the finest and most historic 
ecclesiastical edifices in Montreal, 
was ruined when fire broke out in 
the building shortly after ten 
o'clock Mass. The loss was estim- 
ated at between $300,000 and 
$500,000. 

A few days later, April 3, the 
Catholic chureh. in Clarke City, 
about 450. miles east of Quebec 
City, was reduced by a fire to a 
mass of blackened ruins. The dam- 
age was set at $75,000. 

The number of circumstances 
pointing to incendiarism is impres- 
sive, 

A few weeks before the destruc- 
tion of St. Jacques Church, a smal! 
fire had. been discovered in the 
church beneath the gallery, placed 
in what was rewarded as a suspi- 
cious position.

| He wrote her name at the head 
of every exercise, wore her medals

“My Heav- 
enly Mother,” he said, “is gooder 
than all the mammas of the earth 
put together.” And yet he loved 
this earthly mother with all the 
passionate ardor of a fiery nature. 
But then, as he pointed out, “she 
loves me such a lot, does my Heav- 
enly Mamma.” 

Guy was a genuine “Papist.” He 
had “Romanism” in his blood, for 
like his ancestors he was every bit 
a Gaul, but nothing of a Gallican. 
He had very clear-cut ideas as to 
ithe absoluteness of the Papal 
lauthority; other authorities might 
leave loopholes; not so the Pope’s.

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PARISH CHURCH 


AND MOVING PICTURES 


By J. J. Long 


Tn a recent issue of Our Sunday 
Visitor, the editor of The Woman’s 
Page in an article of some length, 
deplored the evil effects of sugges- 
tive moving pictures, especially the 
much-talked-of “Sign of the 


Everything that Miss McGill had 
to say is quite true. A good many 
of the photoplays now on exhibi- 
tion in our theatres are simply 
rotten and cater to the lowest in- 
stincts in man. In this recent film 
the movie producers have taken a 
word that stands for everything 
sacred in Catholic ritual—The Em- 
blem of Salvation—and built a pic- 
ture around it, artistic in itself, 
but otherwise ribald and heretical, 
and by its very name cleverly in- 
tended to fool the Catholic public. 

The individual theatre manager 
nowadays is not to be blamed so 
much for the kind of picture he 
shows. Personally he would like to 
exhibit a film that would not only 
not give offense but instead please 
his audience immensely. The thea- 
tre manager would prefer to stand 
high in the esteem of his prospec- 
tive customers if he could. It is 
the producer, the industry’s big 
shot, we have to thank for the kind 
of pictures we get, not the theatre 
manager. This writer happens to 
know something of the moving pic- 
ture business when he makes this 
statement. 


The film industry has been revo- 
lutionized during the past decade. 
Formerly, each theatre . manager 
was his own boss, a condition that 
now exists in only a few of the 
smaller towns. In the larger cities 
and towns the theatre manager is 
only an employee with nothing to 
say as to the theatre’s policy, the 
big producers owning the theatres. 
Concentration of capital of course 
like every other big industry. 


Motion picture producers are not 
morally minded. They are not in- 
terested in uplift work among the 
American people, unless said up- 
lift will prove a good box office 
attraction. It is a little harder to 
Si the public now, since the 

epression has hit the industry, 
and hit it badly. Consequently the 
producers must offer something 
unusual, something with a thrill 
to wet the money. 

Everybody knows that vicious 
pictures and books ruin peoples’ 
morals, not only those of the young 
either, but adults as well. And 
since public films brazenly assail 
Catholic moral truths and prin- 
ciples, it is up to us Catholics to 
meet the issue four square. The 
attitude of the Catholic Church in 
Her fight against obscene books 
all down the ages since the inven- 
tion of printing, has been consis- 
tent and unrelenting in the protec- 
tion of morals. And in the newer 
art of the screen, She will likewise 
meet the issue. 

One. course then which the 
Church can adopt in Her opposi- 
tion to immoral movies is to fight 
fire with fire. How ean this be 
done? In nearly every parish all 
over this broad land there is close 
beside the church a recreation hall, 
used once in a while maybe for 
graduation exercises, but bringing 
in no revenue to the parish what- 
ever. Such a hall is like a manv- 
facturing plant closed down, a 
source of potential revenue. Why 
not use the Catholic parish hall to 
fight filthy movies by exhibiting 
clean, entertaining, motion pic- 
tures to parishioners, especially 
children, at nominal prices. And at 
the same time earn a revenue for 
the parish as well? 

It can be done. There should be 
a carefully thought out plan fol- 
lowed in order to be successful. 
Right here in Chicago for instance, 
or in any other larger centers, one 
may hire a projection machine at 
a very reasonable figure. Later on 
it could be bought outright. And 
in films there is a very wide 
variety to choose from. 

Such titles as “Rip Van Winkle” 
may be had. Everybody would en- 
joy “Rip” and his seolding frau. 
Such a film could be shown as a 
feature and create a hearty laugh. 

Then there’s “Treasure Island” 
in film; all kids from six to sixty 
will love “Jim Hawkins” and des- 
pise “Long John Silver.” Long- 
fellow’s “Evangeline,” a beautiful, 
clean, love and adventure epic, will 
hold any audience spellbound. And 
equally good are “Robinson Cru- 
soe,” “Captain John Smith,” and 
Christopher Columbus and many 
others. 

In addition may be had films of 
@ strictly Catholic and religious 


nature, such as stories from Sacred 
Scripture as well as pictures illus- 
trating the lives of the saints. 
Last but not least, there are the 
funny cartoons which make every- 
body laugh. In fact there’s no 
scarcity of material whatsoever, if 
we wish to avail ourselves of it. 
Aside from rental of machine and 
films, there should be no such thing 
as overhead, except that the film 
operator be paid a nominal fee for 
his services. 

Care should be taken to conform 
with all fire laws, but an experi- 
enced operator could suggest safe- 
guards in a hall, and even though 
there was some expense entailed 
preparing the hall for exhibition 
purposes, the outlay would be 
justified in results accomplished. 

Admission to parish moving pic- 
ture shows should never exceed 
twenty-five cents for adults, and 
ten cents for children, or better 
still were the admission for adults 
placed at only fifteen cents. Be- 
cause of the condition of the times, 
school children whose parents are 
unemployed, ought to be admitted 
free, since the object of the per- 
formance is missionary work rath- 
er than profit making. Time of the 
performance should coincide as 
closely as possible with that of the 
local theatre, and of course on 
Sunday afternoons should be given 
the feature performance. Two 
shows a week may be offered with- 
out undue confusion, say for in- 
stance on Sundays and Thursdays, 
but Sunday performances ought al- 
ways be given in the afternoon and 
be continuous. Tickets may be dis- 
pensed with as umnecessary ex- 
pense. 

This plan if followed will not 
kill suggestive films in the theatres 
—at least not for a while. But it 
will achieve its object in great 
part, that is, prevent undue Cath- 
olic attendance at improper shows, 
and after all is not that the desired 
object? And eventually, folks, film 
producers will discover a_ great 
light (they always do when their 
pocketbooks have been hit), name- 
ly, that the Catholic Church has 
been driven to entertain her own 
people at a comfortable profit. 

Today the Church is demanding 
Catholic Action. All right. What 
better form of Catholic activity 
than clean entertainment under 
Church auspices? We have now 
Catholic social service developed 
on a high plane in these depres- 
sion times. We have also Catholic 
Boy and Girl Scouts going strong. 
Catholic Athletics are away above 
par, and the Church has quickly 
taken advantage of the radio. So, 
using every means which nature 
and circumstances have placed 
within our reach, What Say? Let’s 
ro.

not of those that are automatic or 
semi-automatic. Outside of these 
exceptions, however, the principle 
holds. To state it in the Seholastic 
axiomatic way: “Nil volitum nisi 
cognoscitum”—nothing in the will 
unless first in the intellect. An ac- 
tion is simply the child of a parent 
belief in the intellect. 
Idea Is First 

The idea is first; it has its home 
in the intellect and there is judged 
good or bad. If the scrutiny de- 
clares it unattractive, it is discard- 
ed and we pass on to something 
else; if, on the other hand, it is de- 
clared good, we present it to the 
will to be acted upon. Thence fol- 
lows the action. This is the mech- 
anism of every rational act. First 
the intellect, then the will, finally 
the action; or, first the belief, next 
the decision, and then the act. The 
intellect could be compared to the 
jury in ai trial; they have sat 
through all the hearing, listening 
to every witness, for or against, 
and then the case is presented to 
them for their verdict. The “twelve 
good men and true” retire, deliber- 
ate over it, and finally, announce 
to the judge their finding—euilty 
or not guilty. He in turn is like 
the will; he pronounces their decis- 
ion. And so the action follows—. 
either the accused is liberated or 
led down below to the cells. 


The truth is, no rational act is 
performed without first being an 


idea in the intellect. That is why we 
eat when we are hungry, drink 
when we are thirsty, go to 
when we are tired. That is why we 
enter school when we feel we need 
education. That is why we vote 
Democratic when we believe that 
party is best, or Republican, when 
we believe the principles of Thomas 
Jefferson are wrong, That is why 
we come to Church because we be- 
lieve God has commanded it. That 
is why Shakespeare wrote “Hamlet” 
and Dante “The Paradiso”; why 
Michael Angelo took a block of 
virgin marble and hewed out his 
“Moses”; why Rembrandt took up 
brush and painted the “Blue Boy”. 
In a word, it is because our ideas 
or beliefs always precede, govern 
and condition our rational acts, that 
we behave like human beings. 


Morally False 


Finally, the slogan is morally 
false. If beliefs are the motivating 
power behind all rational acts, then 
religion is the motivating power 
behind all moral acts. A man who 
believes in God, is a man who acts 
for God; and though that man may 
sin, still my argument is not vitia- 
ted, because sin to him is an irra- 
tional act. It is committed not be- 
cause of his beliefs, but in spite of 
them. And here too applies the 
same analogy of the jury, the judge 
and the sentence. The _ inteilect 
again is the jury; it deliberates 
over a proposed action, weighs the 
pros and cons, and pronounces it 
good or bad. It then hands their 
judgment over to the will, which, 
like the judge, announces its decis- 
ion. And finally the action is or is 
not performed according to the fiat 
of the will. 

Let me put this in concrete form. 
“Thou shalt not have any other 
Gods before Me” thundered the 
Creator from Mt. Sinai. My be- 
lief, then, is that idolatry is grossly 
wrong. Hence, if a temptation 
should come to me to fall down and 
adore a Buddhist idol, I reject it 
because of my beliefs. Result—no 
action follows. On the other hand, 
if I am a Buddhist in religion, my 
whole programme is changed. The 
urge comes to pray before an idol, 
my beliefs say that it is right and 
proper, so motivated by them, I 
bow the knee in prayer. Action 
follows beliefs. A man’s religion 
then is to him as is a chart to a 
ship; he follows it faithfully until 
the voyage of life is over. And. it 
follows from all this that an Athe- 
ist, an Agnostic and a Catholic 
must necessarily look on life in 
three different ways. Their beliefs 
govern their actions. The Atheist, 
denying God, and holding that life 
is a bubble which is burst at death, 
regards the Decalogue. as a man- 
made imposition. 


Time of Probation 


The Agnostic is not much better. 
Doubting the existence and com- 
mands of God he rules his actions 
according to his own pleasure. 
While a Catholic holding the dual 
belief that God exists and has given 
commandments to man, looks on 
life as a time of probation for the 
real life beyond, and death as mere- 
ly a momentary halt on the way. 
In each of these three cases, the 
individual beliefs led to three dif- 
ferent actions. 

History, moreover, adds conclu- 
sive proof. If the Roman empire 
had been Christian, it would not 
have martyred 10,000,000 of 
Christ's followers; and conversely 
these martyrs would not have laid 
down their lives if they had not be- 
lieved they were dying for Christ. 
If Martin Luther had believed in 
the power of mar: to shape his own 
destiny, he would not have promul- 
gated the doctrine: “Believe in 
Christ and sin bravely”. If Vol- 
taire had. believed in Christ, he 
would not have merited the appela- 
tion of “Anti-Christ”. If Napoleon 
had not believed he was a law unto 
himself he would not have drowned 
Europe in bloodshed. And if the 
“Little Flower” had not believed in 
her vocation, she would never have 
been Saint Therese today. There- 
fore I say that there is no rational 
act in life or in history that can- 
not be traced to a man’s beliefs. 

In conclusion then, the shibbo- 
leth: “It does not matter what a 
man believes as long as he leads a 
good life,” cannot stand the test 
of logic. intellect. will, and ration- 
al actons are inseparable. Belief 
and act are complementary terms. 
A man who holds to a philosophy 
of life or a religion must inevitably 
have his whole life governed by his 
creed. God's beliefs, interpreted in 
cosmological terms, resulted in the 
creation of the world: and man’s 
beliefs, interpreted in terms of mor- 
ality, lead to creation or non-crea- 
tion of his own spiritual life. The 


principle is part and parcel af 
every rational man. Hence it is no 
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more possible to divert the sun’s 
course, than it is for an 


bed| denying God, to lead a moral life; 


it is no more possible to stop the 
incoming tide than it is for an ag- 
nostic who doubts God, to act 


accordance with His laws. And did| 


not Chrst Himself put His final sig- 
nature to our thesis when He cried 
to Satan: “Not by bread alone doth 
man live but every word that pro- 
ceedeth out of the mouth of God.” 
In other words—Beliefs. « 
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PROPERTY DEPRECIATION 


Since the population of our larg- 
est cities has been increasing far 
faster than the population as a 
whole there is grave danger that 


middle-class cities will decline and 


with them the property values, 
which alone should lead bankers 
and real estate owners to get into 
the fight against birth prevention. A 
declining city would also result 
from any successful back-to-the- 
farm movement, 


NEW SCHOOLS NOT 
NECESSARY 


In 1930 there were fewer children 
under five years of age than in the 
year 1929; there were fewer chil- 
dren under five years than between 
five and ten. In some cities the 
children starting to school do not 
fill existing desks. This fact should 
not be overlooked when School 
Boards in towns and cities with a 
stationary or declining population 
contemplate building for the future.

God must be given”, to Caesar only 
“the things that are Caesar’s.” 


The Kingdom of Jesus Christ, a 
perfect independent society “in the 
world, but not of the world”, will 
cooperate beautifully at all times 
with that civil power, which recog- 
nizes God’s sovereignty, and, there- 
fore, the inviolability of the 
Church’s charter and her -divine 
commission, but when she is asked 
to alter her constitution, and to 
conform herself to policies, which 
imply a violation of her solemn ob- 
ligations to God and mankind, she 
must answer “No”, no matter what 
may be the consequences. 
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
